MY DEAR SIR : I have your note in- 
uiringifl would be willing to give, in 
ie more authentic form of a letter over 


my own signature, certain views which I 
xpressed in conversation several weeks 
ince, touching an important financial 
uestion. I understand you refer to some 
bservations I made to one of your as- 
istant editors in regard to the proposi- 
ion of the Republican State Convention 
f Pennsylvania for "the distribution of 
lie surplus revenue of National Treasury 
rnong the states." I understand you to 
efer still more particularly to a sugges- 
ion of my own as a substitute for the 
'ennsylvania proposition, to which I 
bought 1 saw fatal objections. 
I have no 


eason for withholding my views, and I 
dmit the wisdom of your suggestion that 
would better state them myself than to 
ave diem possibly misstated by others. 
The proposition of tbe Pennsylvania 


lepublican Convention is to distribute 
'among the states any surplus in tbe Na- 
ional Treasury that may arise from - re- 
lundant revenue." 
The first objection 


which I see to this proposition is the 
utter uncertainty of the amount of "re- 
lur.dant revenue." It may be one mil- 
ion or it may be one hundred millions.

Vom the National Treasury would not be 
valuable. That was proved by the distri- 
jution of tbe revenue unuer the act ol 
1836, in the presidency of General Jack- 
son. 
It did no good. 
It wai frittered 


away in all the states. Here, in Maine, 
they made an absolute per capita distri- 
bution of it aaioug the entire population 


trifling sum to each. That, of course, 


threw contempt upon tbe whole measure. 


There is a second objection to tbe 


Pennsylvania proposition which, in my 
judgement, is still more serious. If you 
simply resolve to distribute tbe "redund- 
ant national/evenue" among tbe states 
you ifnpose«o senators and representa- 
tives a divided interest which would be 
embarrassing and hurtful. For the bene- 
fit of their states—especially of those 
states that might be in pressing need o 
money —senators and representatives 
would desire tbe "redundant revenue" to 
be as large ta possible. This would pre- 
sent a constant temptation to withhol< 
appropriations from objects of a real!; 
national character. 
It would be unfair 


to senators and representatives to la; 
upon them and before them obligation 
and motive* which would constantly tem 
to turn them1 from the straight path o 
duty to the National Government. You 
cannot have tbe National GoVeroraen 
and the State Government joint owners 
in the same treasury without milcbievou 
conflict. 
Such a partnership is at wa 


with the well-being of both state and 
nation. 


A third objection to -the Pennsylvanii 


proposition U that it proceed* upon tb 


national revenue. 
This is opposed to al 


sound views of administration. 
The 


Government wants just enough revsnue 
A redundancy always leads to extrava 
gance, to many forms of corruption, on( 
to all manner of schemes for getting rid 
of money. 
A Congress assembling witl 


tens of millions of surplus at its disposa 
is very sure to hold sessions which woul< 
prove profitless to the people and peril- 
ous to its own members. 
Since the war 


closed we have had no embarrassing re- 
dundancy in the Treasury, because the 
payment of the national debt has afford- 
ed at once the readiest and wisest mode 
of appropriating every dollar not needed 
for the current expenses of tbe Govern- 
ment. 


Tbe time is rapidly approaching, how 


ever, when, by reason of tbe terms in 
which the national debt is funded, the 
payment of the remainder must of neces 
sity be postponed for years ; the larger 
part of it, indeed, to the next century. 
This brings with it the necessity of re- 
ducing the national revenue. 
The pres- 


ent system of taxation is yielding more 
than a hundred millions beyond the 
amount required for ordinary expenses of 
Government. 
Its reduction will soon be- 


spirituous and malt liquors a permanen 
resource to all the states, enabling them 
thereby definitely to readjust and reduc 
their own taxation. 
Each state coulc 


most wisely use its share according to 
own necessities. In Maine, for example 
our share would enable us to repeal abso- 
lutely the state tax proper, leaving only 
the county and ton n taxes upon the pro 
pie. In your state of Pennsylvania, when 
licenses support the state government 
the cities and towns could receive pro 
rota the seven and a half millions whicl 
would fall to your share. Your city o 
Philadelphia would receive nearly a mil- 
lion find a half per annum. States that 
have been so oppressed by debt as to be 
tempted or driven to repudiation would 
be enabled to regain their credit, anc 
every community from ocean to ocean 
would, in one form or another, realize 
that burdens of taxation were in some 
degree ameliorated. I believe the meas- 
ure would prove a "great beneficence" to 
the people in all parts of the Republic.

The excise tax was left open to both the 
National and State Governments. 
But, 


as a matter of fact, it is only the National 
Tovernment that can effectively levy and 
collect it. 
Should the state of Illinois, 


"or instance, attempt to levy an excise 
tax on whiskey, tbe distilleries would be 
removed across the river to Missouri. 
Bach state in turn that should attempt to 
collect an excise tax would find itself 
ladled and disabled. It is only tbe Na- 
;ional Government that can do it, and the 
National Government can do it for the 
i>enefit of all the states. Instead, there- 
fore, of repealing the tax on spirits the 
National Government can assign it to the 
states in oroportion to their population. 
Tbe machinery of collection is to-day in 
complete operation. 
A bill of ten lines 


could direct the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to pay the whole of it, less tbe small 
expense of collection, to tbe states and 
territories in the proportion of their pop- 
ulation, and to continue it permanently 
as part of their regular annual revenue. 


The amount yielded by the tax on spir- 


ituous and malt liquors last year was over 
eighty-six millions of dollars. 
On the 


basis of the census of 1880 it would pay 
about $1 75 per capita to all the people 
The tendency would be to increase rather 
than diminish this ratio as time wore on. 
Illicit distilleries would disappear when 
every state and every town should come 
to realize tint it was being defrauded of 
its own revenue by permitting or winking 
at the violations of law. On the basis ol 
$1 75 per head, the relief to the states 
would be very great. 
I append a table 


showing what each state would receive on 
tbe basis of the present revenue. 
In 


considering the question, as I have very 
carefully for several months past, I have 
possibly overlooked objections which oth- 
ers may suggest. But the more I have 
reflected upon it tbe more evident it has 
become to my mind that it is wiser to 
tax whiskey than to tax farms and home- 
steads and shops, and that it would be an 
act of incalculable folly to remit the 
eighty-six millions of dollars instead o 
giving i: to the state? for the relief of op- 
pressive local taxation. , 


I trust I have made tbe difference be- 


tween this proposition and the Pennsyl- 
vania proposition sufficiently plain. The 
one which I have suggested gives tbe 
revenue from a specific tax wholly to the 
states, and does not depend upon a chance 
surplus or an accidental remainder in tbe

itories in proportion to population. The 
revenue thus obtained is now about $86,- 
000,000. In the nature of things, it will 
;row with the growth of the country. 
It 


:osts less to collect than any other tax 
evied by the United States or the States, 
Jut the aggregate of all State taxes is 
now only about $52,000,000, and the 
.ggregate of all State and county taxes 
only about $120,000,000. 


The table published with Mr. Blaine's 


etter showed the amounts which would 
;o to each State and Territory, in a di- 
vision according to the 
population in 


1880. The census showed the amount of 
taxes by the States in tint year, and the 
revenue distributed to the States under 
Jr. Blaine's plan would exceed the State 
.axation in every State except Louisiana, 
Colorado, Nevada, Oregon and California. 
in Louisiana and Colorado, moreover, the 
difference is so small that the people 
could and certainly would cut down the 
ixpenses of their State government at 
once, so as to abolish all State taxes. In 
the three Pacific States, there would be 
some deficit, which, however, could read- 
ly be made up by very moderate taxes on 
corporations or in other modes than by 
direct taxes on property. Thus the plan 
would enable the people to abolish all 
State taxes at once in all the States ex- 
cept three, and in those States also if 
they wish. 


But the surplus still remaining to the 


States would in many cases be quite 
large. Inspection of the census returns 
shows that it would be large enough to 
abolish all county taxes also in Alabama, 
Connecticut, Delaware, Massachusetts, 
North Carolina, Pennsylvania, Rhode Is- 
land, South Carolina, Tennessee and Ver- 
mont. Moreover, it would approximate 
so closely to tbe amount now raised by 
county taxation in six other States that 
the people, if they chose, could readily 
cover county as well as State expendi- 
tures with the proceeds of the liquor tax. 
These States are Arkansas, Florida, Ken- 
tucky, Michigan. Mississippi aod Wis- 
consin. 
The distribution of the surplus 


by tbe States among the counties would 
be a matter for the States to arrange, 
and, as the county taxes are not always 
proportioned to population, would proba- 
bly involve some difficulty, but it is man- 
ifest that the people could abolish county 
taxes altogether, if they choee, in sixteen 
of the States. 


In the other States there would remain, 


after paying all expenses of the State 
governments, a surplus substantially as 
follows: Georgia, $533,000; Illinois, 
$2,900,000 ; Indiana, $967,000 ; Iowa, 
$2,015,000 ; Kansas, $6GO,OOO , Maine, 
$73,500 ; Maryland, $773,000 , Minne- 
sota, $639,000; Missouri, $1,669,000; 
Nebraska, $136,000; New Hampshire, 
$210 000 ; New Jersey, $697,000 ; New 
York, $1,012,000; Ohio, $1,115,000; 
Texas, $596,000; Virginia, $727,000, 
and West Virginia, $500,000. 
These 


estimates are on tbe basis of taxation as 
it was in the year of the census. With 
such sums in excess of amounts necessary 
for State government, tbe States would 
be pushed by public opinion everywhere 
to relieve land and property from all di- 
rect taxation for State and county pur- 
poses, to require the curtailment of count; 
expenditures, and to provide the balance 
of revenue that may be" needed after ap- 
plication of the surplus fro n the liquor 
tax, not by direct taxes, but by one form 
or another of indirect taxation, 
In short 


tbe plan of Mr. Blaine would soon come 


to this : Abolition of State and county 
taxes, liquor to bear all the cost of State 
and county government; no tax on homes 
or farms, mills or shops, save such as'the 
people in their cities and towns may im 
pose upoc themselves for local purposes. 


It is not difficult to see that there are 


objections to this plan, which it will be 
time enough hereafter to consider. 
But 


it clearly avoids the gravest objections to 
what has been called the Pennsylvania 
plan, while having a much broader effect. 
It will enable the people to bring all their 
direct taxes upon property within the 
immediate control of the towns or cities 
where they live. 
Thus it will conduce 


most powerfully to economy and purity 
of local government. 
Finally, it puts 


before the Nation this pregnant question' 
Shall we tax houses and lands in prefer- 
ence to whiskey; shall we abolish the 
tax on liquor, of which no man need pay 
one cent unless he chooses, or shall we 
abolish all direct taxes for State and 
county purposes? The Democrats evi- 
dently prefer 
the side of the liquor 


dealer. The Republicans can well afford 
to take the side of the farmer and house- 
holder. It will be found more popular 
as well as wiser to tax the barrooms than 
to tax the farms and the homes.—New 
York Tribune.

WESTERN RAMBLING3. 


SALEM, Oregon, Nov. 20th, 1883. 


EDITOR GAZBTTE :—Leaving Vernon, 


Washington Territory, we continued our 
rumblings by private conveyance. Pa- 
tnka Flat is a beautiful section of coun- 
try. 
It is an elevated plateau lying in 


close proximity to the timber lands bor- 
dering on the foot hills of the Blue 
fountains. 
Old fashioned worm fences 


enclose beautiful farms and there seems 
.0 be general thrift about the farmers who 
ire engaged principally in wheat and bar- 
cy raising in connection with that of 
togs and cattle, and owing to the fact 
hat level land is rather scarce in eastern 
tVashington, those lands sell at high 
irices for a new country. 
Leaving the 


'Iat our road led us down a deep gulch 
o the thriving town of Pomeroy, the 
ounty seat of Garficld county. In an- 
icipation of a railroad the town and sur- 
ounding country has a general boom, 
lumber and carpenters are in demand 
hroughout that section of country and 
he demand is greater than the supply 
Carpenter's wages are from three to four 
ollars per day; day laborers get two 
ollars per day. 
A goodly number of 


Chinamen arc to be seen, especially in the 
towns and on public works. 
Many In- 


ians, also, are employed in ccrtiin sec- 
ions in gathering crops and such woik 
^ uit.(t i*au Uv. 
xiu.%..0 . . 
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liles from Pomoroy we came to iliu m/j 
f the blufTs that loom up on each side of 
small stream called Two Canon. 
D. ep 


ulches ire common in this country and 
he descent and ascent of the bluffs quite 
aborious. Following the grade down tl.e 
teep declivity for two miles we came to 
small place that lays claim to the right 
f being called a tmvn and the name of 
larengo. The name of the stream and 
;ulcli originated as follows : At the time 
f Lewis and Clark's exploring expedition. 


many years ago, through this section he 
was closely pursued by hostile Indians 


nd in order to make more rapid retreat 
ie buried two cannons in this gulch, 
icnce the 
name. 
Having eaten our 


unch sitting on th» steps of a deserted 
and dilapidated saloon, (what a blessing 
fall saloons were so) we pulled out from 
his town (') where we saw only two per- 
sons during our stay, we had an up-hill 


f about two miles and then on and 


across the country, through the rain in 
he evening, to the head of another gulch 
where we were most hospitably enter- 
tained by one of Uie thrifty farmers of 
he locality. In the morning, our gener- 
ous host, Mr. Isaac Hopkins, gave us 
feats in his hack and drove us down a 
"ertile and thickly settled gulch some 
burteen miles to Dayton. 
l}y the way 


this gulch is the one traversed by Lewis 
and Clark's expedition and a number of 
the party's names are yet to he seen on 
•ocks near Dayton where they inscribed 
them;77 years ago. 
This expedition for 


exploring the then unknown West, set 
out from the Missouri river in the year 
1805, and consisted of the leaders and 
thirty-five soldiers and hunters to cross 
the Rocky Mountains and explore the 
northwest country to the confines of the 
Pacific Ocean. 
Two years were spent by 


the daring band exploring those vast do- 
mains, wandered among unheard-of tribes 
of wild Indians, encountering ferocious 
jeasts of the forests, escaping dangers 
from forests and floods, diseases and the 
rigors of winter, they at last returned 
all but one) to repeat the wonders of the 
West to the world, and now after three- 
quarters of a century has passed, we 
travel the same path ; the savage barbar- 
ians have lost their power, the grizzly 
bears no longer roam at will, only in thu 
depths of the mountain forests ; the wide 
plains teem with a hardy population ; yes 
a human sea has sent its waves from the 
great rivers to the ocean border; the 
desert, through the indefatigable energy 
of Yankee restlessness, has been made to 


occom 010 tiio m«i>" and yet it is only 


the beginning of a great future in store 
for this northwest country. 


This same gulch we travelled down, 


was also the pathway of many hundreds 
of miners and traders on their way from 
California to Idaho and Montana in quest 
of new gold and silver fields. Little did 
those hardy gold seekers think that in 
those hills, bluffs and level plains there 
was hidden untold treasures of agricul- 
tural wealth that in twenty years would 
begin to pour its treasures into the lap of 
the nation. Along either side of the 
pathway immense fields of grain had been 
but recently harvested, some of which 
produced forty to fifty bushels of wheat 
to tbe acre, but tbe average is not more 


than twenty-flvo to thirty bushels. 
One 


thing most remarkable in the soil of 
eastern Washington, western Idaho and 
Oregon is its productiveness in time of a 
drouth. Everywhere we visit we are told 
there was little or no rain from May to 
September, yet crops were good; 
the 


soil becomes thoroughly filled with water 
iu the Spring and then during tbe season 
of drouth it seems to "feed upward" and 
keep vegetation growing in a surprising 
manner. 


Dayton is one of the most flourishing 


towns in the upper country. It is beau- 
tifully located on a level plain between 
high bluffs and surrounded by a country 
thickly settled, the lauds outside the flats 
along tbe streams is colling, or as eastern 
people would say, hilly, yet it is produc- 
tive and sells at from ton to twenty dol- 
lars in the unimproved state. No matter 
how rough and steep the land is it is all 
taken up, so that farmers seeking gov- 
ernment or cheap lands cannot find it in 
this section of country; yet for renters 
or persons with means it is a good coun- 
try. 
The town is building up rapidly 


with substantial buildings ; it is a rail- 
road termir.us at present. There are 
some half dozen churches iu the town, 
the different denominations are repre- 
sented1 and have good congregations. 
Good school houses and an opera house 
block are among the buildings of note. 
A drive of seven miles out toward the 
base of the mountains or timber lands, 
took us to some of the highest lying lands 
surrounding the town; il was uphill 
nearly all the time. From a high swell 
of land we had a grand view of the coun- 
try for many miles. 
The face of tha 


country looked like thu waves of the sea 
in a storm; the greater portion was 
either ploughed fields lately sown to 
grain, or stubble fields dotted over with 
liogs, cattle and horses. Scarcely a house 
could be seen, as they are usually built i.i 
ravines or gulches in sheltered places 
and where the water is the most conven- 
ient. At a distance of a hundred miles 
or more, we could scie mountain ridges 
that border ou the Columbia river, and, 
but for low clouds we could have seen 
sonic of the snow capped peaks of Ore- 
gon. 


At an early hour in the morning we 


jourdec! the train and soon were on our 
ivay to Portland, Oregon. 
At Wallula 


Junction we connected with the N. P. R. 
II. 
We noticed ac every station along 


the line of the road thus far and farther 
on, immense quantities of grain awaiting 
shipment. Steamboats ply on the river 
so that freight is transported both by wa- 
ter and by rail. At the Junction the 


olumbia and Snake rivers unite and 


flowing westward enter the Pacific ocean. 
The valley of the Columbia is rough and 
uninviting, there being but little of in- 
terest and worth to b-; seen 
The only 


,own of note is The Dallas where we got 


splendid dinner. There are falls in the 


river here and just below, the bluffs form 


n irrow passage. 
Further on « e came 


,o the case ides in the river which are ob- 
structions to the navigation of the river. 
IU 
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tnent is engaged in the construction of a 
uige canal with locks and da UK. The 
work will cost an immense amount of 
money and will relieve Uncle 9am of a 
.rifle of that immense pile of specie 
vhich is getting to be a burdun to the 
treasury department. At 7 p. m we ar- 
rived at Portland, which is a noisy, busy 
place. 
It is the port for the ocean 


teamcis and, as here is concentrated tho 
trade from San Francisco as well as Chi- 
cago, it has become a pluce of strong 
competition between those two commer- 
cial cities and not a little envy has been 
engendered. 
Doubtless Chicago 
will 


come out ahead in the fight for the bulk 
of trade now that there is direct railroad 
communication. 
Already the St. Paul, 


Milwaukee and 
Chicago "commercial 


man" is the person of self-importance, 
and his trunks and brass the dread of 
baggage smashers and railroad men in 
general, hut then it is possible they are a 
necessary evil that we can't get along 
without, or scarcely get along with. 


Portland is situated on the Columbia 


river, near the mouth of the Williatnelte 
river, and among other things for which 
the cit> is noted is the inconvenience to 
the traveling public J the principal rail- 
roads terminate on one side of the river 
and the depots and city are oo the other 
side, but then this arrangement gives life 
to a transfer monopoly that is fighting 
the hotels. 
By the way, western life 


looms up hugely at these hotels. One 
must crowd his way througli a motly crew 
of humanity seething in a fog of tobacco 
smoke to reach the hotel register, a half- 
drunken second clerk tries his best to 
give necessary information as to your 
baggage; this same office room door 
stands open to admit Ihc crowd to the 
dining-room where amid tobacco smoke 
(o help along in the sesisening of your 
victuals you try to satisfy the cravings of 
a stomach unused to tobacco. The tran- 
som of your bed-room in the upper hall, 
if left open, admits the foul fumes of to- 
bacco smoke.

Robert Purvis 
was chosen chairman, and on the plat- 
form were seated a number of persons 
who were identified in the early anti- 
shvery movement. A number of relics 
of slavery days were exhibited. A hu- 
man auction block, from which thous- 
ands of slaves were sold, was one of these 
relics. It was found in a slave pen in 
Alexandria, Va.

from Baltimore to Philadelphia, was an- 
other.
